A few years ago a committee of live was 


appointed by the Pennsylvania MeJicul (So- 
ciety to examine schuiil text-books on physi- 
ology. This ciMiiiniiiee, of which Dr. L. U. 
Lautenbucli, of Philadelphia, was chairman, 
published a series of articles in the "Penn- 
sylvuniu Medical Journal," reviewing 54 
books on physiology and hygiene, and poinl- 
iiig out what it. consulted erroneous1 leeching. 
Our organization answered in deiail all the 
criticisms ou the text-books endorsed by the 
W. C, T. U., and published criticisms and 
answers in a pamphlet entitled "Science the 
Arbiter." Copies ot this pamphlet were sent 
last spring to 9,000 Pennsylvania physicians. 


The text-booK committee presented a _i«. 


port to the recer t convention, which ytrverely 
criticised the books in general ,hee,"especia"lly 
those indorsed by lite-W.r,.'i'f(j., and con- 
demned tbe metliod'yTj'f our organisation. 
This report met w^id much opposition, auc 
when it cwn/>, up fot'action iu the executive 
ooui^il it was luid on the table by the decis- 
ive vote of 35 to 6.

Bank of Asbury Park, N. J., of which in- 
stitution George R Krohal was presidi-nt 
und of which A. 0. Twining, formerly of 
Newtown, was also an officer. 


On last Friday United States Marshal 


Olcott arrested Mr. Ancker and formei 
President Krohel on indictments found by 
the United States Grand Jury at Tren- 
ton. 
The former was arraigned before 


Judge Kirkpatrick in the United States 
District Court at Trenton on Monday and 
held in the sum of $2500 bail for tria 
next Monday. The bail was immediately 
furnished. Krohel is confined to his homo 
with a broken knee-cap, received in a full 
some weeks ago.

against Ancker is said to be perjury, 
Othertndictments are said to have been 
found against A. C. Twining, wbo is sup 
posud to be in New Mexico,and D. 0.

ANOKER'S STATEMENT. 


In an interview Mr. Aacker makes this 


statement which shows how he was made 
the victim of scheming bank officials: 


"Last October A. C. Twining came to 


me and slated that I had bean elected 
a director uf the First National Bank, 
where I was thun emplojed to till the un- 
expired term of Muhlon R. Mnrnerum, 
who haci resigned. 


"He said he hud n plan on foot to re- 


organize the bank on ihe first of thu jear 
aud wanted me tn serve until then. 
In 


order to fill the position, which under the 
circumstances I could not very well refuse 
to do, being an employee of the bunk, Mr. 
Twining aaid it would be necessary for me 
to bo a stockholder. 
Ho further stated 


that he had placed eleven shares of stock 
in my name temporarily and in order 
to make'the transaction complete on the 
books I should give him a note for $825. 
He said tho bunk would take euro of the 
note, and that e\eijthin-,' would lie all 
right when the reorganization took place. 


"I signed the n rate as an accommoda- 


tion to Mr. Twining, believing what ho 
said to be true. 
He then handed me a 


paper, saying I must qualify. 
I also

Bereral months previous to our ar- 


rhal at Eio in the whaler John Davis 
u craft called the Magnet, containing 
about sixty gold seekers, had 
left 


that port for the coast of Africa. As 
f-he had not been spoken and as we 
were bound to those seas we were ask- 
ed to keep a lookout for signs of her. 
Korty days later one day when I was 
aloft in the crow's nest I sighted a 
derelict not over four miles away. 
\Vh.it I made out was a craft with all 
her musts, j.uds, bowsprit and stand- 
ing riggirtB gone She was nearly bows 
on to me, so I could not make out how 
badly her bulwarks were damaged.

There were 
bedding, clothing, fiiearms, knives, to- 
bacco boxes, bottles and Jugs and other 
stuff which the passengers wanted for 
use 611 the long \oyage or after they 
hud lauded In some of the bunks the 
bedding was nicely arranged, but in 
others it was rolled in a heap. The 
lamps had been taken down and the 
oil poured out of them, and we found 
on a nail some wicks which had been 
taken from candles Neither here nor 
in tho deckhouse above could we find 
so much as the heel of a boot or shoe. 


From between decks we proceeded 


to the cabin. The first sight to greet 
our e.ves was that of a human body 
hanging by a rope around its neck 
from a book in the ceiling. There was 
no odor emanating fiom It. The body 
had simply shrheled up until it was 
no more than a 'skeleton. On a table 
just beyond where the man was hasg- 
ing was the ship's log, and near it nn 
ink bottle and a pen. The captain took 
the log on deck and very soon announc- 
ed that it contained some particulars 
of \v hat had happened aboard 
We 


then made n ^closer search and found 
the ship's papers, about $200 in gold 
pieces and a bag containing $123 m sil-
